London, Feb. 24.— Advices from Tokio 
state that China's enormous indebted- 
ness to Japan bids fair to be the cause of 
awkward complication, in tlie near fu- 
ture. In three months tiio eccond instal- 
ment of 50,000,000 taels will fall duo, yet, 
so far as can be discovered, no provision 
has been made tor meeting the obliga- 
tion. The Fekinis government pretends 
to bo entirely at ease upon the subject, and 
apparently looks to Russia for protection 
against Japanesereprieals. Incascof need 
the "Taung-li-Yamen hopes to apjieal 
Buccessfully to the European Iciigue 
which held the conqueritif; enipiro in 
clieck a year ago. it would, however, 
be a mistake to suppose that Japan will 
fluietly submit to any denial of her pe- 
cuniary claim. For several weeks past 
her ministers of state have been care- 
fully deliberating upon the course to be 
pursued if China attempts to re- 
pudiate the indemnity or even 
to alter the stipulated dates of 
payjnent. Many plans liavo been 
proposed, most of them pointing in a di- 
rection as yet wholly unsuspectetl by 
vvestenv.fiov'-'rnrnents. To reojien hos- 
tilitiefl would bo impracticable at the 
presrnt time, and to threaten violent 
meaisures wduld probably be unavailing. 
But unless their just demands are satis- 
fied, the Japanese have in view a line of 
action whicn they believe will precipi- 
tate the dismemberment of China and 
enable them to secure for themselves a 
?ul)stantial share of the partitioned ter- 
ritorj-. 

What forces they propose to put in 
operation to execute this project can 
only be conjectureLl. It seems u big 
undertaking for a small nation — bigi^er 
than the reformation of Korea, in which 
the Japanese have failed entirely; but 
its very magnitude captivates their im- 
agination, and they are not without 
hope of co-operation from powerful 
sources. They have long been con- 
vinced that they possess .the means of 
uprooting the existing Chinese dynasty, 
and -many of their public men consider 
it easily possible to throw the huge 
empire "into a state of anarchy from 
whi('h it can be rescued only by an ar- 
ranpement for its distribution among tho 
various powers concerned. Without 
speculating as to details, it can be stated 
as a fact that if the Chinese attempt to 
shirk their linani'ial i-esponsibil- 
ity they will find their creditor 
has yet some startling surprises in 
store for them. It may be 
that the .lapanese wliolly overestimate 
their ability to reconstruct the map of 
Eastern Asia, but the leaders of the 
government have pretty nearly made up 
their minds as to what will be expedient 
in case they are defrauded, and ii once 
they set about the task they, will not 
lightly abandon it.

The Situation Keenly Caiivassed- 
Sir Donald Smith Tliiuks There 
Will Be a Settlement. 



Flint's Prohibition Ecsolution Shelv- 
ed—Quebec Conservatives Uneasy 
—Starke to Command Team. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 24. — Altliough the date 
fixed (or the disctission on the remedial 
bill m the House of Commons is a week 
away the fate of the measure and the 
contingencies were never more keenly 
canvassed since the Manitoba school 
question became an issue in federal 
politics than to-day. The general im- 
pression undoubtedly is that negotiations 
are in progress for some settlement of the 
question that will relieve parliament of 
the burden of its solution, One eiroum* 
stance whieh gives license for this belief 
is the return of Sir Donald Smith, 
whose mission to Winnipeg was un- 
doubtedly connected with the settlement 
of the school question. It is not quite 
so clear at whose suggestion Sir Donald 
undertook the mission, and the minis- 
ters are reticent on the subject. 

Speaking to your correspondent Sir 
Donald said: " I found an unquestion- 
ably better feeling prevailing in Winni- 
peg. People there realize the gravity of 
the situation, and I have every reason 
to believe that an entirely satisfactory 
solution of the school difHculty is pos- 
sihle. This question is one for the ap- 
plication of common sense, and viewed 
in this light there should be nodifliculty 
in reaching a solution. Mr. Greenway 
is a man of shrewd common sense, and 
I believe is prepared to do what is 
right." 

To the suggestion that it was unfortun- 
ate that this view had not prevailed at 
an earlier stage oi the question. Sir Don- 
ald replied: Indeed it is, but as I 
have already saidj I see no reason vi-hy a 
satisfactory solution should not now be 
reached." 

" The i-eport was current here yester- 
day," said your correspondent, "that 
Mr. Greenway would probably visit 
Ottawa soon ; do you know if that is bo?" 

" I have good reason to believe Mr. 
Greenway will be h'ire shortly," Sir 
Donald answered. 

Being pressed for information respect- 
ing Mr. Greenway's intentions, the 
Knight became as dumb as an oyster, 
and nothing definite is likely to be 
known until Mr. Greenway arrives here. 

A Western member says he believes 
Mr. Greenway will go the length of 
passing such amendments to the school 
act as would allow all denominations 
senarate school privileges in the matter 
of religious instruction in schools, 
otherwise they would ho under pro- 
vincial control. This would be taken 
tidvantage of only by the Roman 
Catholics and should be satisfactory to 
them. 

Some of the Quebec Conservatives ap- 
pear to be a little uneasy to-night ; they 
fear any compromise and want nothing 
but the remedial bill now that the 
hierarchy has approved of it. One min- 
ister remarked to me that it would be 
suicidal to withdi*aw the measure now ; 
he believes the whole fight would have to 
be gone over again during the next two 
or tliree weeks. .Meanwhile everybody 
is waiting the next turn of the political 
wheel. 

Mr. Flint's prohibition resolution was 
discu,«sed to-night. On iiiolion of Hon, 
David .Mills, of Botliwell, the debate was 
adjourned, on a vote of 5G to 47, tiius 
shelving the question for this session.

As.'iistant Jolm Brown, of Port Angeles, 
Detected in Misappropriations 
of Public Moneys.

■WiNNii'KO, Feb. 24r. (Special)— At- 
torney General Siftoii gave the IcgisJa- 
■ture iinothcr scliools <iuestioii surprise 
this afternoon when ho gave notice of 
'motion of a long resolution for \V«dne3- 
day. The notice is a protest against the 
passage of remedial legislation by tlie 
government at Ottawa. It affirms 
that : 

" It is Hiiicercl}- roj^rL'tt-ed that th 
repented and ciicncat invitations for 
ail iiKjuiiy liaye iietni aljBolutoly 
if^norcd by the advisers of ilis 
Kxcelleiicy, who propose, without 
uoinplotc iiiforniatioii thcinsel ves to ask 
coercive le;,dshitiou from a parliauient 
tlie ^reat majority of ulioso members 
are necessarily without a full knowledge 
of the facts relative to the past antl i)re- 
sent school systems of Jhuiitolia; 

" That in amendini; the school law 
from time to time and in the adminis- 
trating of the school system of the pro- 
vince it is our earnest desire to remedy 
any well lounded grievance and to re- 
move any appearance of inequality or 
injustice chat shall be brought to our 
notice, and to consider compliiint 
which may be made in a spirit of fair 
nesa and comdldtulnon ; 

" That it is admitted by all competent 
authorities that a system of separate 
schools for the minority, established and 
carried on under Dominion legislation, 
cannot be made effective without the ac- 
tive and 6ul)atnji)tial co-operation and 
assistance of the provincial authorities; 

" That since trie order in council which 
set forth the policy of the advisers of 
His Honor tlie Lieutenant-Governor, 
the policy therein setfortlj has been sub- 
mitted to the electors of the province, 
with the result tliat the people have, in 
the exercise of their fraiicliise, approved 
of the policy' thus set forth, by an over- 
whelming majority; 

" Tliat while the constitutional rights 
of the Dominion parliament to deal with 
the question in some way is not denied 
it is confidently maintained that the 
central authority ought hot to interfere 
with a province except in a case of most 
urgent necessity, ami only as a last re- 
sort and after the clearest possibde ease 
has been made out of flagrant wrong- 
doing on the part of the provincial 
authorities ; 

Tliat no case has ever been made out 
for interference with our school law by 
the Dominion parliament which would 
justify the said parliament in over-rid- 
ing the well recognized principle of pro- 
vincial autonomy — a principle the main- 
tenance of which is essential to the sat- 
isfactory operation of our constitution ; 

"That this house doth therefore moat 
solemnly protest against the passage of 
the remedirl act which has been intro- 
duced into the House of Commons of 
Canada and-doth hereby declare: 

" That said act is not rendered neces- 
sary by any facts which have up to the 
present time been disclosed in reference 
to the school system of this province; 

"That said act has been brought be- 
fore the Honee of Commons without a 
proper investigation of the facts : 

" That said act will not, nor will any 
legislation wliiidi is coercive in its 
character and directly opposed to the 
repeatedly expressed views of a large 
majority of the peojjle of this [)rovinee 
bring about a liarmonious and satisfac- 
tory solution of the quebtiona in issue; 

"That said act will confer no substan- 
tial or useful advantages upon the mi- 
nority but, on the contrary, will prove 
to be deceptive and disappointing in its 
practical educational effect | 

" That said aot is an unnecessary and 
unjustifiable attack upou the constitr.- 
tional rights of the legislature an<l iieo- 
pleof Manitoba and indirectly upon the 
rights of the legislature and' peoj)le of 
every province of the Uoniinion, and a 
violation of the jjrinciple of jjrovincial 
autonomy which is at [jresent at stake 
in the history of the Jjoiiiinioii." 

Th(!re are many who believe that the 
intioduction of tlie above resolution is 
merely the first partoi the jirogranjmefor 
the settlement of the question arranged 
by Sir Donald A. Smith during his visit 
here last week. 



COMMEECIAL CABLE COMPANY. 

An Interestins and Satisfactory Report of 
the Year's Operations, 

New York, Feb- 24.— The annual re- 
port of the Commercial Cable Company 

for the year 1895 was published to-day. 
The gross earnings amounted to if^.OOi),- 
7H8.1-1, and the working and other ex- 
penses to $7i)4,,S-10.5;i, leaving a balance 
of !fl,215,,'i97.(;i. There was'an increase 
in the earnings of ^2;W,;104. 10, and an 
increase in expenses of ,'f.il,3-14.()i), as 
compared with the previous year, re- 
sulting in an increase in the net earn- 
ings of $20-1,050.91. A dividend of 7 per 
per cent, on the capital stock was paid 
for the year, amounting to .$700,000. 
The reserve fund has been augmented 
by the purchase of $200^/500 United 
States government bonds. The balance 
of the year's profiti amounting to $315,- 
397.01, has been transferred to "profit 
and. loss." Six sections of the company's 
cables were interrupted at different per- 
iods during the year, chiefly caused by 
contact with the anchors of fishing ves- 
eels- The repairs were, however, prompt-

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year 1898 

Whereas by virtue of tlio ".Municipal ^cl, 
ISM," and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
Dorrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal tn tho total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
annual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real property, as 
shown by the revised asKcssnient roll of the 
Municipality ol tho City of Victoria for the year 

1895, was fiyj,, 019.05: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of tiie City of Vic- 
toria for the yciir IS'Jb payable out of the annual 
revenue beiore such revenue for such year be- 
comes payable by the taxi>ayers, it Is requisite 
for the said Corporation to boriow a sum of 
money not e.xceediiig f 1^0,000: 

Therefore the JIunlcIpal Council of the Cor 
poratlon of the city of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows: — 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, llrm or llrms, corporation or corpor- 
ations, who may be willing to advance the same, 
the sum of ?120,000 In such amounts and at snch 
times as, snlijeet as hereinafter provided, the 
.•^ame may, In the opinion of the Mayor and the 
1-iuanee Committee of tho Council, be required, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding fire per 
centum per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall be ex- 
pended tn defrayieg the current legal expenses 
of the said Corporation for the year 18%, and 
shall, together with the Interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to tho lender or lenders 
thereof or. or before the aist day of December, 

1896, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. S. The amount so borrowed, and interest 
thereon, shall be a liability of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of the municipal revenue for 
tho current year, 18%, and tho form of obliga- 
tion to be given as an acknowlcdgim ul of 
such liability to tho said lender or lenders 
shall be a promissory note or notes as the sums 
maybe rcciulred, signed by the .Mayor and the 
l-'inance Commlitee and the Clerk of the said 
Corporation, and bearing tlie seal of the said 
Corporation, all ol which notes shall be made 
payable on or before the 31st of December, 1890, 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
k of the note to the effect that the liability 
tho said Corporation incurred by said 
Iiromlssory note or notes flhall be b liability 
payable out of the municipal revenue for the 
year 1890. 

Sec. -1. In the construction of this by law the 
expressions " land " and " iraprovemeiits " and 
"real property "shall have, respectively, the 
meanings given to them In tho "Municipal Act. 
1S9'2," and amendments thereof. 

See. b. Tills by-law may be cited as tho " An- 
nual Ixian By-law, 1896."

Sliip " Glenalvon" Wins. Prom lie 
"Howth ' In a Race Around 
tlie Gtlohe. 



The ateamship Tacoma of the North- 
ern Pacific line completed, on Sunday 
evening, one of tlio rougliest voyages she 
haa yet had in crossiiit; the racilic to 
this port. She left HonRkont^ tiie same 
day as the Empress of China, Avhiuii 
reached hero a fortnight ago, and follow- 
ed that Bteamer out ot Yokohama by 
four days, on tho 3rd instant. At the 
time of her departure from Japan a 
brisk breeze was blowing wliich increas- 
ed to a gale as soon as the ship was well 
outside. The story of the trip is simply 
a narrative of contmuous rough weather 
ill wliich tlie steamer developed a very 
oousitlorable list to jiort, and which car- 
l ieii away two of the boats, besides do- 
in<,' not a little minor damage to the 
deck house \vork. No loss of life or limb 
resulted from the lilow, however, 
and the repair bill will be but a litrlit 
one, with two new boats as the chief 
item ill it. As passengers the Tiieonia 
brounlit two EuropeaiiH in the ateerajie 
for Victoria, besides 30 odd Chinese and 
ten or a dozen Japanese. The carj^o iii- 
oludcd 3U0 tuns ot ini ^eellaiieous con- 
signments for merchants hero, and up- 
wards of 400 tons of rice, whieli wae also 
discharged at the outer wliarf for trail- 
shipment in bond to San Francisco. Be- 
fore the Tacoma left the other side word 
had reached Hiroshima that the insur- 
rection in Formosa had been made an 
end of by the Japanese troops, tho last 
scattered reiiiiiants of tlic Black Flaj;s 
flyinj; to their mountain fastnesses, dis- 
organized and broken in both s])irit and 
resources. The only otlier item of Ori- 
ental news brought by the just arrived 
steamer illustrates that tlie weaknesses of 
humanity liave just as prominent a 
place aiiion<; the Chinese as anionu' tho 
Western barbarians," as tliey are 
pleased to style all Americans. A year 
or more ago the viceroy, Cliann Cliih- 
tnng, sent a deputy to invest some .'>00,- 
000 taels belonging to the Liang Klang 
treasury in interest-bearing securities 
to be obtained at Shanghai. Then came 
the Viceroy's temporary disgrace, and 
his deputy, thinlting that the star of liis 
employer had set, utili:<e(l the money 
entrusted to him in Shanghai real estate 
speculations on his own account. Now 
tlie Viceroy lias returned to place and 
power and his unfaithful servant is try- 
ing hard to collect the money ir. order to 
restore it, with an excellent prospect of 
losing his head some time in the very 
nearluture. , 

FAST TIME FROM LtVEIPOOL. 

Not since the recorel was broken some 
years ago by the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany's bark Titania, has a better voyage 
been made by a sailing vessel to tliis 
l>ort thitii that completed early yester- 
diiy morning by the Dritiah .ship (_dcn- 
alvon, Andrews master. It is a liltle 
less than 120 days af;o — 10 days short of 
the record — since the Glenalvon, in 
company with the liritisli ship Ilowth, 
Cuplaiu Nicholson, left Liverjiuol for 
Victoria, Botli were laden with general 
merchandise, and, as both are considered 
the finest typo of modern sailers, wagers 
were laid between different shipping 
merchants in the old country on the re- 
sult of the race. After leaving Liver- 
pool, however, the Glenalvon sav/ no 
more of her companion. She met with 
fine weather and readied port in good 
time. Her cargo, which is can8ignea.^ta 
R, P. Rithet & Co., Limited, is, as can 
be imagined from the size of the vessel — 
l,It7!) tons— a very large one.

Eidcr;Uion was given to a series of jieti- 
tions on subjects closely related to the 
welfare of women and children, and 
Mrs. Charles Hay ward, Mrs. D. W. 
H logins and Mrs. McGregor were ap- 
pointed a special committee to lay them 
heforo tlie bodies to whom tlioy are ad- 
dressed. The spirit of each of the peti- 
tions found immediate favor and only 
trillinj; anicndnicnts in the pln-ascology 
were made before the unanimous ap- 
l)roval of the councij was expressed. 
Three of the four petitions were address- 
ed to the Sjieaker and menihcrs of the 
Icf^islativo assembly, now in session, 
and read as follows : 

" The petition of the Woman's Chris- 
tian TcmjK'rance Union of British Col- 
umbia, the Vancouver Council of Women 
and tho Victoria and Vancouver Island 
Council of Women, liiniibly shuwcth : 
That your petitioners have learned that 
in this province there have been no 
police matrons appointed as in the other 
provinces of the Dominion ; that your 
petitioners have learned that women and 
girls who have been incarcerated in the 
provincial jails for ofTences or safe keep- 
ing have been cared for, in some in- 
stances partially and in other instances 
wholly, hy male ofliccrs; that your peti- 
tioners believe that this is calculated to 
destroy any successful cH'ort which niijilit 
otlierwise be made towards l;encfitting 
these oll'enders and inspiring within 
tiiem ' a desire to better their 
characters; your petitioners tiiere- 
foro liunibly may that your honorable 
body will jiass an act provitling for the 
appointment of police niati-ons whenever 
and wherever women or girls are incar- 
cerated in our provincial jails. And your 
petitioners as in duty bouml will ever 
pray." 

" We, the undersigned, humbly pray 
that yon will be pleased to enact a law 
providing that a married woman in this 

province shall be entitled to a dower 
ainountini; to a one-third undivided in- 
terest ill the real estate owned by her 
husbiiiiil and providiiif: that no sale, 
niortfiage or other alienation of such 
property ran be inaile by a married man 
without the concurrence of his wife, ex- 
cept the same be made subject to such 
dower. And further, that upon any de- 
vise by a husband to his wife, the wife 
shall be at liberty to elect wlietlier she 
will take the estate so devised to her in 
lieu of dower or whether she will retain 
lier dower in lieu of the devise. And 
your petitioners as in duty bound will 
ever pray, etc." 

" The petition of the undersigned, 
humbly ahoweth : (1.) That your 
lietitioners Ijelieve that great injuiy re- 
sults to the young iieopTe. of Our cities 
through allowing them to loiter and 
roam through tlu' streets at late hours 
at night; (2.) That such uiu'esti-icleil 
liberty tends greatly to a deinoralizing 
education of the y(juiig, iiiilitting them 
for good citi/.eushij) and preparing them 
for lives of vice and crime; your peti- 
tioners therefore hiiridily ])ray your 
honorable boiiy to jiass an act to ])re- 
veiit children under the age of liflcen 
years from being in the street after !) 
o'clock at night e\ce])t under proper 
control or guardianship, or for some nn- 
avoidahle cause. And your petitioners 
as in duty bound will ever pray." 

The fourth petition of the' series is 
addressed, not to the leKislature but to 
the council of public instruction, and 
reads thus : 

" Th(^ petition on behalf of the Pro- 
vincial Women's Christian Temperance 
Union, of tho Vancouver Council of 
Wonieii, humbly showelli : That wliei-e- 
as it is important both for the iiKjral 
anil i)liysical development of the youth 
of our i)rovince that they be taught from 
a scieiitilic, point of view to shun drunk- 
enness and narcotics, wliich instruction 
would tend to shield the children from 
the curse which is to-day resting upon 
many of the adult population ; and 
whereas scieotiiic temperance instruc- 
tion is now a compulsory subject in 
most of the American and Canadian 
schools ; and whereaia this study is not 
generally taught in the public schools of 
our province although it is one of the 
optional subjects : Therefore your pe- 
titions hnnibly jiray that your honorable 
body will make tho study o'' sinentilic 
teni]ierance instruction eom|)nlsory in 
the public scdiools of our province l.iy 
adding it to the list of subjects for pro- 
motion examination in all grades abova 
the second reader classes."

could have prevented.' ■ These agents 
work so quietlj' and ao unob- 
trusively that comparatively few 
are aware of their existouee. Chil- 
dren (lie in thoir infancy, youtiis and 
iniiideiia are cut off at the most proniis- 
ing stage of exisience, and it secma hard 
to SUV that a very large proportibn of 
tlieni are the victims of criminal nej^lect 
and inexcuHable ignorance, but audi is 
unhappily the case. Is it not tlie duty 
of our legislators — their very first duty — 
to use any means that human skill has 
devised to prevent this wanton waste of 
life, this unnecessary addition to the 
sorrows of the community? 

Kxperience has proved that boards of 
health can imnrove the sanitary condi- 
tion under which people live. They can 
insist upon obedience to the known laws 
of hi!alth, and the LegiBlature, instead 
of taking steps to abolish the Provincial 
Board of Health, should do what it can 
to increase its influence and authority, 
and make it more efTective. There is no 
institution of the Government capable of 
doin^' more to advance the comfort and 
the hatipiness of the comnuinity than 
tlie Pri/vincial Board of Health. 



PRESERVE THE 

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

An itiii)rossjon seems to prevail that if 
quarantine arranf^oinents are good and 
if quarantine regulations are faitli 
fully parried out, contagious diseases 
cannot be brought into the coimtry by 
ships. But it should be remembered 
that it is an absolute impossibility to 
make a quarantine perfect — to carry it 
out with the precision of a chemical 
experiment. There are always weak 
places in tlie system, and disease can 
be, and in practice i.=, smuggled into a 
country in the face of the most rigid 
regulations. 

This is so well known in Great Britain 
that quarantine there has gone into dia 
use and the country has to depend al- 
most wholly on what is called its inner 
line of defence against disease. The 
cpieslion of quarantine is dealt with very 
fully in the Twenty-Second Annual Re- 
port of the Local Government Board, 
185)2-93. After dwelling on the efKcacy 
of sanitary authorities, port, riparian 
and inland, the Reporl goes on to say : 

" On the other hand we have often 
seen that when governments in their 
attempts to toi)e v.ith the risk 
of imported infection have drawn 
lines about their countries — call 
them quarantine or any other name 
— and have said against cholera, 
'Thus far shaft thou go, but no farther,' 
a false confidence has been engendered, 
apathy has taken the place of etlicieiit 
sanitary adiiiinistratioti, and the con- 
sequence has been that vigor in ipiar- 
antine restrictions has nearly always 
corresponded with laxity in public 
health administration, and with a high 
rate of mortality from preventable dis- 
eases, often including clifilera itself." 

When the Britiab Ciovernmeiit had 
proseiitcil to it the alternative 
oi . aljaiidoning state quarantine 
restrictiors or making their inland 
machinery for the preservation of the 
l)uUlie health more efTective, they chose 
the latter alternative, and with the best 
efTect. They found, even as regards the 
danger of the iiiijiortation of disease 
fnnii iibioad bniiils of health were a 
better sU'eguanI than (piarautine." 

Dr. Tliorne, in the same reiiort, sa\'a : 
" Former experience of cliolera in Lhig- 
land justjOes that the presence of im- 
ported cases of the disease at various 
spots in the country will not be capable 
of causing much injury to the popula- 
tion, if the places receiving the infection 
have had the advantaj;e of projici- 
sanitary administration; and, in order 
that all local populations may 
make their aeU-defence a% efTective as 
they can, it will be well for them to 
have regard to the present state of 
knowledge concerning the mode In which 
epidemics of cholera (at least in this 
country) are produced." 

We see from this tliat British health 
authorities believe that boards of health 
are efTective not only in preserving the 
health of the inhabitants of both town 
and CMJuntry, but that they are the beat 
. defence against the invasion of diseases 
from abroad. And, after all, epidenaics 
of cliolera and small])ox are not by any 
means the greatest dangers against 
which the inhabitants of a country 
requires to be preserved* There are 
agents infinitely more insidious and 
more deadly continually active in the 
miirdei-bus work of undermining the 
health of the community. And these 
agents are most successful. They kill 
thousands upon thousands of old and 
young, rich and poor, in town and in 
country every year. It should not for a 
jiiomei'it be forgotten, that Bcientiflc 
enquiry has ,p'roved 'thSt one death in 
every three !s '.caused' by some disease 
ihttt obedience to tKe laws of health 



THE PREMIER'S SPEECH. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell's speech in re- 
ply to Senator Mclnnes' tirade on the 
appointment of Col. Prior to a seat in 
tlie Cabinet, which the reader will fintl 
in auotlier ci.hiinii, is well worth reading 
by all wlio desire to form an iiitelliijeiit 
opinion on that much discussed subject. 
The Premier in simple language and in 
the clearest manner shows that Col. 
Prior's appointment was perfectly con- 
stitutional, lie also shows from first to 
last that the course which he pursued 
with regard to that appointment was 
altogether fair both to Mr. Prior and to 
the electors of Victoria. 

It is not very creditable to the intelli- 
irence or the honesty of the Liberals 
of Victoria that oxceptipn was taken 
to the constitutionality of Col. Prior's 
appoititment in the first place, and that 
many of those of whom better things 
might have been expected persisted in 
declaring that he was not a Cabinet 
minister even after it was known that 
he had taken the oath of office and his 
seat in the Cabinet. Such an impudent 
denial of an accomplished fact could 
only b3 caused by ignorance or dishon- 
esty. Those who keep on declar- 
ing that Col. Prior is not a 
cabinet minister in the fullest 
seuRO of the term must know 
very little indeed about the constitution 
of their country, or they ^vish to throw 
doubt on the validity of his appoint- 
ment, to deceive the electors in order to 
accomplish a political purjiose. 

Senator INIcImies nntst be surprised to 
find that Col. Prior is a Cabinet Min- 
ister, and that, too, with the unwilling 
acquiescence of the Liberal party. If 
tiiero was anything wrong or illegal in 
Col. Prior's appointment, what have 
Mr. Laurier and his co-laborers been 
about that they have not taken means 
to oust him from liis seat in the Cab- 
inet? There can be ' no doubt 
that if the Liberals could convince 
the Governor-General that Ool. Prior's 
appointment is unconstitutional, he 
would without delay set about correct- 
ing the mistake he liad iiiatle in con- 
senting to that appointment, Ijiit those 
fviberals whose ojiinion is worth listen- 
ing to do not venture to assert that Col. 
Prior is not a Cabinet Minister. The 
most they say is that the appointment is 
extraordinary and incongruous, liut 
there they stop. They do not stultify 
tlienisclves, as Senator Mclnnes has 
lone, by declaring that it is unconstitu- 
tional. It is no wonder that the Pre- 
mier expressed his surprise that Senator 
Mclnnes throws a doubt on Col. 
Prior's position. " Even to-day 
when Colonel Prior is sitting 
at the Council Ikiard giving advice 
upon every (ptestion brought before it — 
whether it lie Diie of trade policy or of a 
fast line or a cable by which the dill'er- 
ciit outlying parts of the Kmjiire may be 
cniiiected with this country and with 
England." Such impervioueness to evi- 
dence of the strongest kind is more like 
mulish obstinacy than intelligent doubt. 

HEALTH A DMJNISTRA T[OX. 

It is recognizeil by tlie legislatures of 
all nations that it is their duty to pro- 
tect the inhabitants of the countries 
which they govern from the ravages of 
preventable diseases. China and .lajian 
are the home of smallpox and cholera. 
British Columbia is thus continually 
threatened from these sources, and the 
danger is constantly becoming greater as 
'ntercourse becomes more frequent. 
Two lines of defence exist for British 
Columbia: The external line of defence 
—quarantine; the internal line of de- 
fence — gcnerai'sanitation. The first line 
of defence — quarantine — is a matter 
over which the Dominion Government 
exorcises exclusive control, The second 
line of defence is altogether within the 
authority of the Province. 

As regards tlie external Unerof defence 
—quarantine— this is -such an interfer- 
ence with commerce that it is always ob- 
jectionable. Quarantine is, after all, but 
a weak line of defence. It must, and 
always is, full of loopholes. Disease in- 
variably passes through this lino of de- 
fence; all history proves this to be the 
case. A country which relies upon (piar- 
autine to keep it free from epidemic dis- 
ease ia relying upon a broken reed. 
England, for those reasons, has done 
away with quarantine. 

As regards the second line of defence 



— general sanitation — all sanitarians re-- 
cognize that this is the true defence 
against preventable disease, not only 
smallpox and cholera, but typhoid fever, 
ty |)bus fever, scarlet fever, measles, glan- 
ders, tubercular diseases, etc. England 
relies entirely upon this internal line of 
defence, and has proved that by general 
sanitation she can control the whole 
mass of jireveiitable diseases. The 
means by which she ellecta this ia by 
having a complete health bureau or or- 
ganization, viz.: A central board of 
health, with aub or local boards to^icarry 
out the rules and regulations of the cen- 
tral board. 

British Colunibia has at the present 
time a Provincial or central Board of 
Health, which has been in existence 
now some three months. The object of 
the Board is to efTect the general sani- 
tation of the Province, thereby to put an 
end to the mortality from diseases ol a 
preventable character. Tlie proportion 
of the death rate which preventable dis- 
eases produce is ono-tliird of the whole 
mass. It is recognized in all civilized 
countries that preventable disease can 
only be succesafullycombatted by a state 
organization — state or provincial board 
of health. This organization will cost 
the province only a small sum of money 
annually. It Is very much like a small 
fire insurance premium to guard against 
a possible great loss by lire. Yet some 
inenibers of the Opposition in our Legis- 
lature, and, rumor says, some supposed 
supporters of the present Government, 
are so short-sighted as to move for doing 
away with the Provincial Board of 
Health. The province cannot afTovd to 
allow this — it wants no repetition of the 
experience of 1892— which cost the 
province an iniraense sum of money. 

The time to prepare for war ia not 
when a country is attacked by a foe — 
but in time of peace — ^it is the same with 
health matters. The Province must bo 
prepared for its invaaion by disease — 
this very preparation ensures its safety. 
The establishment oi a Central Board of 
Ilealtli is a sensible and progressive 
measure. To abolish it would be a 
retrograde movement, and would earn 
our legislature the contempt of all in 
telligent men. 

Retrenchment is the order of the day 
— therefore let the afl'airs of the Board 
bo managed with all economy — but let 
not the legislature stultify itself— and 
show itself so devoid of all sense of duty 
as to absolutely say we care not for the 
lives of our constituents.

TAXATION ON MINING. 

Fincb Protests Against the Proposed 
New Levy— His Reasons for 
Doing So. 



Tin: Natural History Society had a 
well attended meeting last night at 
which proposed changes to the game act 
were dtscussed, and as a result the gov- 
ernment will be asked to accept several 
suggestion to be embodied in the bill be- 
fore it is presented to the house. One 
of these recommendations is that the 
sale or purchase of unmounted heads 
ami horuH nf big game be prohibited, 
and that tlie sale of willow grouse be 
also prohibited. Another suggestion is 
to do away with the clause prohiliiting 
the .slionting of ducks between aun.'^et 
and sunriso during the oiien season. 
Tlie meeting .-iiiproved of the I'ecnin- 
nieiidati(Tii of the Vancouver Island Fish 
and Game Lh otertion Society to make t he 
close season for grouse from .January 2 to 
.iugu.st 2. The meeting also adoiit.(;d a 
suggestion that the game act should not 
ajiply to Liuiians killing game for their 
own immediate use for food only. The 
proliibiting of anyone having game in 
their possession during the close season 
will ho asked for.

Great interest has been created by the 
prosposal of the government to levy a 
new tax of 2 per cent, on the gross value 
of the mineral product of the province. 
Our representative had an interview 
with Mr. John A. Finch on tlio Biibject 
yesterday, Mr. Finch is well known as 
ono of the most successful and enturjiris- 
ing of the mining men of the Went, and 
his high character for integrity and great 
business capacity entitle his views to 
grave coasideration. 

"I think," said Mr, Finch, "that 1 
exjiresa the views of the mining men of 
ICootenay wlien 1 say that wo all feel 
deeply grateful to the government of 
the province for its jnat and liberal leg- 
islation in favor of the prospector and for 
its f( stering cure of tbe mineral develoji- 
merit of the country. The gove'nnient 
in this I'espect hii.s ilone well and wisely, 
foi uutliing incieases the wealth of a 
country so rapidly as mining. The poa- 
sibilitiea of tiiia country in the produc- 
tion of gold, silver, copper, lead, coal 
ami iron are simply fabulous. Mine 
owners are the last i)eople in the world 
to object to an equitable tax on niines. 
They receive the protection of the laws 
and the government, and they gladly 
pay for it. But, like all others, they 
naturally object to taxation which mars 
their enterprise and docs them injustice. 

" S- producing mine rapidly creates 
taxable iiroixuty. it must have ore 
bias, trauuvays, boiler houses, ])umps, 
hoisting muchinory, air compressors, 
boarding houses and olilces, A grou)) of 
producing mines will create a town in 
an inconceivably short time. When I 
v.'cnt to Trail Creek, two years ago, 
there were two log cabins there. 
To-day the young and vigorous town of 
Rosshind is a liusy centre of life and 
activilj' in the same spot. It has 
nearlj' lJii-ee thousand peojile, and 
it has already its light and water plant 
and two railroads are building into it. 
Producing mines have made it, and they 
have enriched the province. 

" Any legislation that will foster and 
promote mining development in British 
Columbia is certain to build up other 
such town?, ami that will inereiiso the 
resources of the government. But if you 
unduly burthen tlevelupnient by taxing 
mines in their infancy and before they 
have hecoiUG profitable iirodueor.s you 
will infallibly hurt and not promote the 
mineral development of tbe country. 

:\Iy associates and I Hi)ent$2;j, 000 devel- 
oping the AVonderful group in the Slocan. 
The ore we took out realized us $7,000. 
It wonld be manifestly unjust to levy a 
tax on that .'i;7,000 worth of ore. That 
would be iiier(!ly iiiling on tlu^ agony. 
Again we .sjieiit .$1-1,000 on the Reed ami 
Robinson and the ore we sold for .^5,000, 
In siioh cases the mine operator needs 
sympathy nnd not punishment. The 
wage earner has been paid; duty has 
been levied on mining supplies and the 
enterjirising mine owner is the sole 
loser. Surely his losses should not lie 
increased. 

" Taxation of infant niines would be 
most impolitic. It would be a premium 
to the ])rospector to stay development 
except tlie mere perfunctory assessment 
work which the law demamla. There 
are thousand.s of prospects in the Koote- 
nay which need smelter and milliiur 
tests to show their value, and the owners 
shoulil be oncouraged and not deterred 
from shipping their ore and finding its 
value. 

" The only wise and just course to 
adopt i£ a epeciai tax on mining is neces- 
sary for the support of the eoverninent, 
is a tax on the net profits of a producing 
mine. Moreover, that tax ought not 
to be excessive, for no industry should 
bu taxed excessively. Two per cent, is 
really an exeeasiv(> rax, for at that min- 
ing enterprise and industry wonhl he 
la.xed out of all proporlion to other pnr- 
saita and euterpri-e. hast yi;ar the Trail 
ilislrict contrilniled over '$2-1,0111) from 
the mining recm-der's oHi<-e to the i>ro- 
vincial L'overnment ; in addition all im- 
proved ji.operty cc ntributed a due pro- 
porlion. .\ tax of 2 per cent, of the, ore 
product would have ailded $20,(H)ll iiinri 
This year a 2 pe,- I'ent. tiix' would ad 
$.SO,llOO more. That would make the 
Itossknid niir.ingdistrict alone contrilmte 
10 per cent, of tbe revenue of the 
province while its population is not 
more than 5 per cent. A tax of 1 per 
cent, on the net profits of the mines of 
the Kootenay will yield, this year, a 
handsome revenue, and next year will 
more than double itself. 

" It has been suggested that the net 
|irolits an; dilUcult to obtain. But the 
smelter reluriia are very easily obtained, 
and so aro the wages of labor. Tlie 
(lilference between the two ia the net 
prolit, and there is after all no ditliculty 
to be found here. 

" The injustice of a tax of two per 
cent, on the gross output of the mine is 
be.st illuatrated by a few figures whioli I 
will give you," continued !Mr. Finch. 
"Many of tlie properties in the 'rrail 
Creek district are low grade, having a 
value of say !f20 per ton gross. There 
are, of cour.-^o, aomo properties where 
ore is fount! having a gross value of from 
$-10 to $7.') per ton ; but the great wealth 
of the CMinp, tbe great employment 
of labor, tlie creation of other tax- 
able proiiorty will be made in the 
development of the vast low grade prop- 
erties. The cost of mining, freight and 
treatment iw the same with both 
pro|icrtie8, and aviu'ages fiom ifWi to 
$17.00 per ton. With the comijletion of 
the railroadH now building into the 
camp and tlio treatment of the ore on 
the ground, this coal will bo materially 
reduced. Now a tax of 2 per cent, oil 
the gross value of $20 per toii, deducting 
$17.50 (the cost of production), equals a 
tax of 17 per cent, on the net product, 
while the main Who is fortunate enough 
to have a vein of $40 ore would pay only 
Z}4 per cent, on the net; the net in hia 



case being $22,50. In other words, in 
tbe former case the man who mined 
25,000 tons of ,$20 ore would jiav out in 
expenses, labor, etc, $4-17,500, 'in taxes 
$10,000, making a net profit of .$42,500: 
wiiilc the other miner would mine 12,500 
tons of ore only, he would pay in taxes 
$10,000, his labor bill would be onlv 
$223,760 per annum, and hia net profit 
$260,250. If the tox instead of being 2 
per cent, on the gross, were 2 per cent, 
on the net, the former miner would pay 
$1,055 per annum in taxation, -while tli'e 
latter would be called upon to pay $5,525. 
A tax of 1 per cent, on the net output of 
the niine, in addition to the ordinary 
taxation on improvements, will produce 
a very large amount of money as time 
rolls on."

Keplying to Senator Mclnnes' speecli 
on the subject of Hon. E. G. Prior's 
position as a member of the cabinet, on 
tlie 12tli iiist. — 

Hon. Sir Maclcenzie Bowell said : — I am 
sure the Senate must have been pleased 
to hear the dispassionate mannerinwtiieh 
the hon. gentleman delivered himself, 
more partieuhirly liis duchiration iluit lie 
•was notactuated by any thing like a i«i-ty 
spirit in diBoussing a question of this 
kind. His closingiTemarke to-day, and 
more particularly the speeclies 
which he made in Victoria 
during the recent contest there, 
are the best answer to the hon. gentle- 
man's statement. It is somewhat aingii- 
lar that the hon. gentleman, who has 
been most earnestly contending for a 
representative of Britisli Columbia in 
the cabinet, alioukl, upon the very (irat 
opportunity tiiat tlie government have 
hail to give that province represeiitation 
in tlie cabinet, try to defeat their object 
I admit that the policy of Sir John Mac- 
donald, when that act was introduced 
I do not Iciiow that any member of the 
cabinet discussed the question with my 
late chief oftenor than I did — was lo 
place the controllers in the same position 
as under secretaries, or parliamentary 
heads, occupy in England, to defend 
the departments over which they pre 
side so far as the departmental worl 
is concerned. But is there anything ii 
the language of the act wiiicli the 
hon. gentleman has i|UOtcd, ami wiiieli 
he has so often said du'-ing his re 
marks has been violated toestablish even 
by implication, that a controller could 
not be made a member of the cabinet if 
the iiolicy of anothcrgovernment, uniler 
a dinerjnt head, was to make him such? 
Is there anything in the language of the 
act which deprives llie crown of any of 
its prerogatives or any of tlie authority 
which it held before the passage of that 
measure? So far as the formation of the 
governmoat is concerned, the preroga- 
tive of the crown is unlimited. If my 
hon. friend from Prince Kdward Island 
(Mr. Ferguson) ami my hon friend from 
Toronto (Sir Frank Smith) can occupy 
seats in the cabinet witih all the power 
and authority which is vested in a cab- 
inet minister, though thev receive no 
salaries and are not heads of depart- 
ments, is there anything in the statutes 
or in tlie constitution to show that a 
gentleman who liapnens to be controller 
and who draws a smaller oalary than a 
minister of the crown, cannot occupy 
the same position? Until the lion, gen- 
tleman can sliow that the prerogative of 
the crown ib limited in the selection of 
advisers, lie fails to make out his case. 
The suboi dinate character of the Con- 
troller of Inland Revenue is limited to 
: the administration of the affairs of 
• his department. When he was sworn 
' in as a member of the Privy Coun- 
cil there was no limitation whatever 
to bis piwer as a cahinet minister. 
If the hon. gentlemen had argued that, 
upon the face of it, there was an apjjar- 
ent incongruity in the position held by 
the Controller of Inland Eevenue, there 
might have been some force in his re- 
marks. I am willing to admit that, but 
there is this distinction to be drawn — 
while he is administering the affairs of 
the department he does so under the ad- 
vice, and control, if you like, of the iMin- 
ister of Trade and Commerce, but the 
moment he takes his seat in the cabinet 
he is as free to express his opinion and 
to assist in framing the policy of the gov- 
ernment — whether it shall be a protective 
tarill, free trade, or unrestricted reci- 
procity — as the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce himself. I freely admit that 
there is a second Daniel come to jutlg- 
mcnt in the exposition of Parliamentary 
(.iovernment in the person of the hon. 
gentleman from N'ew Westminster ; yet 
lie does not draw the'liatinclion between 
the formation of a jKilicy which should 
govern the country and deciding whether 
a man should be lined for smuggling, 
or whether an item bears a certain 
rale of duty. More than that, turn- 
ing again to the (luustion of subordinate 
]josilioii, has the iioii. gentleman taken 
the trouble to look at the formation of 
the British cabinet? Does he not know 
that; so far as the salaries of cabinet 
ministers are concerned, thev range 
from jE'JO.OOU sterling a year to ,Cl.',U()l) 
sterling a year? Does he not know that 
Lord Salisbury, the Premier of Great 
Britain, receives a salary of £6,000 a 
year, while the Lord Chancellor receives 
ClO.OOO a year, Rn<l the Viceroy of Ire- 
land C'JO.UOO a year; and does "he imag- 
ine that because of this dillerence in 
salary they occu|)y dillerent jiositions in 
the cabinet, or that the iiieniher of the 
cabinet who receives the highest salary 
iias the in ist inlliuaice in tlie formation 
of the pdlicy of the g(jveriinient? Mr. 
Morley, when a member of the Glad- 
stone govoriiniciit, received a salary of 
£2,!)Q&. No one will say, who knows 
nnythini; of that gentleman, that he was 
an inferior member of the cabinet, or a 
man of inferior intellect, or that he oc- 
cupied any less prominent position in 
the political world, and particularly in 
the United Kingdom, than any of his 
colleagues, except perhaps the Premier 
of that day himself, Mr. Gladstone. 
The Vice-f resident of Council on 
Education, who was also a member 
of the cabinet, receives only £2,000 
a year. The Duke of Norfolk, 
who certainly is not an inferior man in 
the political world or of the empire to- 
day, is not u member of the cabinet, yet 
ho is the postmaster-general and re- 
ceives a salary of £2,600. The post- 
maator-ceneral in the Gladstone ad- 
ministration was B member of the 
cabinet. There is no limit whatever to 
the power of a prime minister, with the 
itathority of the crown, to bring to his 
cabinet whomsoever he iilcases. Mr. 
Gladstone had in his cabinet but seven- 
teen members; Lord Salisbury to-day 
has nineteen membew in his cabinet. 
Some of the officers, prominent men in 
England, holding portfolios, were not 
memborsof the late cabinet, hut those 
liolding precisely the same positions to- 
d.iyaro iiHrnibers of the cabinet, and 
vice versa. The very instance I liavo 
gnm vou — lliatof the postmaster-general 
illustrat'is this. In the Gludatone gov- 
ernment Mr. Morley, when he was post- 



master-general, was a member of the 
cabinet. The Duke of Norfolk to-day, 
who occupies the same position, is not a 
member of the cabinet. It illustrates 
what the hon. gentleman said — and it 
was a true statement — that the consti- 
tution of Knghitid. on which our consti- 
tution is framed, is so elastic that you 
can adapt it to any and all cinaimstances. 
There is no question aiiont that, unless 
there is a law to the contrary. The hon. 
gentleman shakes his wise head. I 
readily admit the hon. gentleman's 
superior knowledge, particularly on con- 
stitutional law, but all'he hasHo do is to 
refer notjonly to precedent but also to the 
formation of cabinets in England, and 
he will flpd that in these matters there 
is no limit whatever to the prerogative 
of the crown. There is no inferiority, as 
he attempts to establish, because Mr. 
Prior receives $5,000 a year, while other 
members of the cabinet receive $7,001). 
iSIy hon. friend from Toronto (.Sir Frank 
Smith) and my hon. friend from Prince 
Edward Island (Mr. Ferguson) receive 
no salary at all. So far as their position 
before the country is concerned it is per- 
haps more honorable than that of a man 
who receives a salary and sits at the 
council board, for the reason that they 
are willing to give their time, their 
talents and their ability in order to 
assist in the governing of the country 
without receiving any remuneration 
whatever; but at the same time 
they are not burdened with the 
duties of a portfolio.. While I 
admit that the intention and the 
policy of Sir John Macdonald, when he 
placed that law on the statute boook was 
not to make the controllers members of 
the cabinet, it does not follow because a 
prime minister and his govornnieiit had 
a particular policy at one time, that 
therefore it becomes like the laws of 
the Medes and Persians, unalierable. If 
so, when my hon. friend crosses the 
floor of the house, 1 hojie he will carry 
out the same priiu'i|)le and take the 
ground that this government having 
placed on the statute book a certain tar- 
ill' he is not to change it. i scarcely 
think that he would take that position. 
The hon. uentelemaii seems to think 
that because the title of honorable is 
only retainable by a controller of cus- 
toms or a controller of inland revenue 
while he holds ofUce, therefore that af- 
fects his position in the government. 
The hon gentleman himself if he ceases 
to bo a senator, will cease to hold the 
title of honorable which he now holds. 
I lio not think that that fact interferes 
in the slightest degree with his inde- 
pendence and his right to assert his 
opinion in this house. For the fact 
that Mr. Prior has been sworn in a 
privy councillor, and the fact 
that he is a member of tlie 
cabinet, confers upon him the 
title of honorable for life. How 
the hon. gentleman can say that Mr. 
Prior has not the same right and auth- 
ority in the cabinet as any other mem- 
ber of the Privy Council, because ho is a 
controller, is a marvel to me and is al- 
together Iwyond my comprehension. 
First of all the man who takes the oath 
of a Privy Councillor, and then is given 
a seat in the cabinet, no matter what 
position he may occupy, whether it be 
at the head of a department or whether 
he has no office at all has just the same 
power and authority and the same right 
to express an opinion as the man who is 
]3rime minister. If my hon. friend sat 
at the council board, as I have done, 
with the hon. gentleman from Toronto 
(Sir Frank Smith) I think he would 
find that hon. gentleman has opinions to 
express and that he enforces them when- 
ever he thinks it necessary in the in- 
terests of the country to do so, and so it 
would be precisely with Mr. Prior. The 
hon. gentleman referred to Mr. Bour- 
inot and used some very strung lan- 
guage which ieft impressions on iiij' 
mind that he was (pioting the language 
oi Mr. Bourinot himself. Now I 
know Mr. Bourinot tolerably well, and 
r was rather amazed and i)ut the (jues- 
tion as to whether he was quoting 
the language of Mr. Bourinot. The hon. 
gentleman seems just now to have a 
very exalted opinion of the constitu- 
tional and pai-liaiiientary knowledge of 
that gentleman. He had not so exalted 
an opinion of that gentleman when he 
was addressing the electors of Victoria. 
He then representeil i\Ir. Bcjuriiiot as be- 
ing the mere creature of the goverument. 
That is not the actual language he used 
but that is the pur])ort ot it. Housed 
vnguage .something like this — I suppose 
he will not question the correctness of 
the report in the Times, his own news- 
liaper, and to which he called my atten- 
tion ; it reports him to have said": 

111 that terrible editorial referred to was a 
telegram purporting to be a reply to a li le- 
gram sent to Dr. Bourinot asking him if 
Colonel Prior was a Cabinet minister. Tiial 
reply merely stated that he never gave an 
opinion on the sufijcct. 

leave the house In judge rt-hicli state- 
ment of till' lion, gemleinaii is (Mirii'ct, 
that wliich lie has made f<i-ilay when he 
>h\ the seiiale that Dr. liourinot had 
iven a distinct and ])osilive opiiiioii, 
using huiguage sometiiing like this, thai 
it was an (jutiiigc on the constitution, or 
when he told the peojile of British Co- 
lumbia, on the 2()tli day of December, 
that the reply sent by Dr. Bourinot was 
to the effect that he never gave an opin- 
ion on the (luestion. 

Hon. .Mr. Mclnnes (1!.C.) — That tele- 
gram was never sent to ine. 

Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell — I did n.ot 
say it was. The hon. gentleman did not 
deny it though, and he had no right to 
deny it. The hon. gentleman was criti- 
cising an editorial and a telegram which 
appeared in the Colonist, which was 
supporting Colonel Prior, that that was 
the language of Dr. Bourinot. It can be 
easily verilied as to whether it is true or 
not. But the lion, gentleniiui continu- 
ed : 

Ucadiiig lii-lweeii the liiu'S.it wa.nas jilaiii 
as ilaylight that if Dr. ISouriiiot criuhl have 
;'ivci, an atlirinativc an.^wcr and had lie 
ilone so, it would have been flashed from 
one end of the country to the other. 

Hon. Mr. Mclnnes (B.O.)--Hear, 
hoar. 

Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell— The hon. 
gentleman had not so high an opinion 
of Dr. Bourinot then. He continne<l : 

All tlle^i(! telegrams, ho firmly believed, 
had been doctored some Way or wilfully 
trained and sent out here for a yile and 
brutal purpose. •■ ^j, , l 

I do not know what brntaiity there is 
in a telegram stating that a man never 
gave an opinion upon a certain suhject. 
I leave that to the hon. gentleman to ex- 
plain. Perhaps, it grated upon his ears, 
and his lino sensitiveness was so shocked 
that he could not find other language to 
express himself than to call those tele- 
grams brutal and vile. Then-. the hon. 
gentleman went on to aaj': 

We would ask again could any mic in 
that audience su))pose that it' Dr. j'Joiirinot 
could have telegraphed a reply saying, 



"Yes, you can occupy a controllersbip and 
have u seat in the Cabinet," that it would 
not have been made the most of by the 
Colonist. 

The Senator hiinselt telegraphed to 
Dr. Bourinot — at leist so he says. He 
says he telegraphed on Sunday. 

Hon. Sir Frank Smith— On Sunday I 

Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell-rrYes, ,lje 
was then acting on the prinmjild'tbat 
the end justiJied the means.

answer." I'll to the present no answer had

Then somebody cried out " And.njever 
will," and the hon. gentleman" continu- 
ed : 

l'erlia])S so, but the natural infercnco was 
that if an allirniative answer could luive 
been given it would have been flashed 
across the wii'i'S in short time. Dr. Bour- 
inot iiiiist be so under the control of the 
govoriiuient that he dare not reply to a 
telegram, although in the past the senator 
had always found, him one of the most 
oliligiiig and accommodating otllciala in 
Ottawa. 

Has Dr. Bourinot emerged from that 
state of vassalage in wliich he existed 
last December, so that he could have 
stated that we had violated the constitu- 
tion in a "vile and brutal manner?" 
Any one who knows Dr. Bourinot knows 
that it is a base slander on his reputa- 
tion, A more independent man does 
Hot exist in Ca'.iada. I do not believe 
there is a man who occupies the same 
position that he does, or any other 
position, who is more thoroughly in- 
dependent of those who appointed him 
and of those with whom he is surround- 
ed, than Dr. Bourinot. If he had an 
opinion on this question he would not 
hesitate a moment to express it, and I 
appeal to those who have known him for a 
number of years if what I state is not 
strictly correct. Whether his opinion 
I'avoreil the goveriinieiit of to-day or 
whether it favored the ojifiosition, it has 
been all the same to Dr. Bourinot. It is 
true he gave certain opinions wdien 
asked by a geiitlemaii occupying a high 
jiosition in this country, in reference to 
certain questions which occurred con- 
cerning the Manitolia school (juestion. 
He was iierfectly right in that, but he 
received the condemnation of the opposi- 
tion for doing so, because it did not hap- 
ped to be in accord witli their views, 
just as he is condemned here because he 
very properly refused to answer a. tele- 
gram sent to him during a political cam- 
paign. Where the insiiiration cunio 
from to-day I do not know, but in the 
hon. gentleman's estimation Dr. Bouri- 
iKjt is to-day one of the best officers in 
the country, and the hon. gentleman 
has every iiossibh? coniidencn in him. i 
am glad it re(iiiires only two months to 
elajise siiu:e the denunciation of liis 
character which aj)pears in this paper, 
to enable the hon. gentleman to form a 
correct ojiinion of the character of Dr. 
Bourinot. In this same sjieech of his, 
December 10, they have capitalized the 
following — printers will! understand what 

1 mean by the word capitalize : — 

The Senator also created .some aiiiuse- 
ineiil by pointing out the vague wording 
of the desi>atc.-li lo the (Joi.oxisT yesterday 
iiioriuiig, iiiiotiiif; .Sir Xliickenzie Jiowell as 
stating that .Mr. Wood anil C'ol. Prior will 
be cabinet ministers. 

Was the hon. gentleman as disingenu- 
ous then as he is to-day? There is no- 
thing in the telegram to which he re- 
ferred which would warrant such a state- 
ment. Had that language been used it 
would have been quite proper, because 
Col. Prior could not be a cabinet minis- 
ter until he was sworn in, but there was 
nothing in the telegram to indicate any- 
thing of the kind. What I stated was 
l)hiin and distinct — the telegram speaks 
for itself. The whole Grit atmosphere 
— I will not use that woril — the atmos- 
phere of those who are opposing the 
goveinnient in Victoria was shocked 
because the telegram was sent — suppos- 
ing that it be correct— to Lieutenant- 
Governor Dewdney. With whom else 
would the Premier of the country com- 
municate in order to obtain an answer 
upon a matter of this importance? 
The Lieutenant - Govarnor is the 
ajipointee of the Dominion Cab- 
inet, and all commnnications on 
public matters between the Secre- 
tary of State or the Premier must be 
through him, and esjiecially on a matter 
of this kind where it refers to the forma- 
tion of the government. He is not 
asked to interfere, not asked to do a sin- 
gle tiling in the way of interfering with 
the election —he is siin ply asked to in- 
fpiire of Col. Prior if he would accept a 
certain position with a seat in the cab- 
inet. What did Col. Prior answer to 
that? The answer, which the hon. 
gentleman very dexterously omitted to 
reail, is that upon those terms he would 
accept the office. Is- it any wonder, 
then, that an offer being made of a con- 
trollership with a seat in the cabinet, I 
should have expressed surprise that 
men were so biased and led away by a 
<lesire to defeat amemberof the cabinet, 
that I should marvel how any doubt 
could be entertained as to the intentions 
of the government on that ([uestion? 
Tlie hon. gentleman may hold a dilfer- 
ent ojiinion of public men from what I 
do; he may think that an oll'er may be 
made from one public man to another, 
or by the )ireiiiier of the country to a 
representative to join his cabinet, and 
that he really does not mean what he 
says.tliatit was merely done to influence, 
as the hon. gentleman intimated, the 
election which was going on. There was 
no election going on when I made that 
offer? How, then, couki the telegram 
be intended to influence the election? 
Was it at all marvoUpiis that Col. Prior's 
friends should "become^ pne^y^^^ien they 
heard the statements made by tlienon. 
Senator and others, that the Colonel 
had no right to a seat in tho cabinet, 
and that it was never intended that he 
should occupy such a position? Was 
there any inijiropriety, under the cir- 
cumstances, in Lieutenant-Governor 
Dewdney's telegraphing to mo 'as the 
head of the government, to ascertain 
what the actual position of affairs was? 
I leave it to the connnon sense of this 
lious > and of the country at lart'c to re- 
ply. It was not until ttoubts had been 
thrown upon the honest intention oi the 
government that these telegrams were 
desimtched. Even in the face of the 
mesaages themselves, some perscKBS had 
so little faith in the truthfulness of the 
men at the head of affairs that they 
would not believe that Gol.'Prior was a 
member of the government in the same 
way that all otlior ininisters arc. Even 
to-day, isheu Col. Prior is sitting at the 
council board giving advice upon every 
question brought before it — whether 
it bo one ot trade iiolicy or of a fast 
line, or cable, by which the dilforent 
outlying portions of theenipiro may be 
connected with this country and with 
England— the hon. gentloiuun throws 
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doubt on the position which Col: Prior 
holds. But that gentleman has the im- 
primatur of the Governor-<ieneral's 
sanction upon his oflicial acts; and 1 
may say that the advice which Col. 
Prior's exiierience enables him to give 
in relation to militia matters, which are 
occupying so mucli attention at the pres- 
ent time, is of inestimable value to the 
country. The hon. gentleman claims, 
nevertheless, thr>tfCol. Prior's elevation 
to his ijresent position is contrary to the 
law, but in that law from which he read 
there is not to bo found one single sen- 
tence which gives any color to his state- 
ment. I advise the hon. gentleman 
when he undertakes in future to deal 
with questions afifeoting the interests-^of 
his province, not to allow his partisan- 
ship to carry hini> away so as to deprive 
him of the common sense and judgment 1 
wdiich he disjilays on ordinary occasions. ' 
It is true that Col. Prior's majority was 
largely reduced,. but that was for two 
reasons, first the persistence with which 
the hon. geutlemstn and some others cir- 
culated the rumor that Col. Prior 
was not and could not be a cabinet, min- 
ister, and, second, the hon. gentleman's- 
action in introducing the (piestioii of the 
Manitoba schools. The hon. geiitlenian 
in liis speech the other day referred re- 
peatedly to the action of thegovc nmeni 
as being coercive and ns indicating a de- 
termination to interfere with the pro- 
vince. I will quote his own words : 

But there is another question to he con- 
sidered, and it is iii.so brought helore us 
tlirough the same cause, that is the deci- 
sion to ('(jerce Manitoba. He would ask all 
liberty loving subj'^cts if they would return 
a man wbose views were in liceunl with tht^ 
decision to coerce oar sister province, llie 
young and jirosperons province of Mani- 
toba. He knew wbat the answer would be, 
but if we returneil a iiinii like Co\. Prior 
who was in accord with that policy, we 
would lie saying to the presei t governiiient 
that we apjirove of the coercion of M;uii- 
toba. 

He used much stronger language than 
that wliiih.l haveiiuoted, and he knows 
as well as I do how easy it is to excite 
jiassion and prejjidice, but in his intense 
patriotism he4id not hesitate to resort 
to that method! of argument in order to 
reduce Col. Prior's majority. I find no 
fault whatever with the hon, gentle- 
man's objections. No matter whatfpoliey 
a government' may adopt, it is not 
only the ri'jht and the jirivilege, liut it 
i.s the duty of uv(u'y publicman to object 
to wdiat ho considc'rs to he wroiiL'; but I 
think he is ex;,t!ediiig the bounds of par- 
lianieiitai}* usagi! when he ipieslions tho 
prerogative of the (U'owii to select niiv 
person whomaoever as an adviser. It is 
ijuite consistent for the hon. gentleman 
to object, no. matter what the govern- 
ment may dtK He condemns them for 
not havinaia representative in the cabinet 
from Britlati, Columbia, and the moment 
one is selected he renews his protesta- 
tions. I think the difficulty is that the 
hon, gentleman probably considers him- 
self the proper person for the position ; 
however, there is a diil'erenue of opinion 
on that point between the hon, gentle- 
man and those who controli the destinies 
of the country for the time lx;ing. I can 
say for Col, Prior that a more assiduous 
worker in the interests of liis province I 
have neveji met. He devotes his whole 
time and attention to his oflicial duties 
and is jiroving himself to bo much be- 
yond my expectations as an adminis- 
trator of a department. I can assure 
my hori. friend that as a British Colum- 
bian he may be proiad of the representa- 
tive oi his province in the cabinet.
